It was the first city he had

traffic deaths. And he mentioned 
that serious crimes were so 
commonplace the local news- 
papers logged them in agate 
type under such headings as 
"Robberies," "Rapes," "Bur. 
glaries." 


Was crime becoming so pre- 


velent that perhaps the nation's 
capital would have to be movea 
to some other location? Some to 
whom the question was put did 


not think It serious enough to 
deserve speculation. 


Some shrugged off the ques» 


tion, and a few were quick to 
point out the enormous cost 
of such an undertaking — the 
buildings, the monuments, the 
records, furnishings. 


Nevertheless, It is a question 


that has been and is being 
considered. Just recently Con. 


gressman John L. McMillan 
gave official 
voice to such 


speculation. McMillan has been 
chairman of the House District 
Committee since 1946, and he 
should know of what he speaks. 


"If the present trend here in 


the nation's capital continues 
for 10 more years, it is my 
opinion that we will not be 
able to consider Washington as 
the seat of our government," 


McMillan said.

(AP) — The South 


Vietnamese Senate approved a 
resolution tonight stating that a 
"regrettable 
incident

pened" at My Lai and called It

take steps to safeguard the lives 
of South Vietnamese civilians. 
Earlier a Senate investigating 
committee had reported it found 
U.S. troops had massacred 
civilians. However, the Senate 
resolution, adopted after nearly 
eight hours of debate, does not 
use the word massacre. 


Twenty-five out of the 29 sena- 
tors present voted to approve a 
measure that said a "regretta- 
ble incident happened, causing 
fatalities and damaging the 
properties of civilians and is the 
single act of a U.S. unit." 
The Senate's action was a re- 
buke of President Thieu, who 
ordered an investigation Into the 
My Lai affair only after reports 
of it were published in the Unit, 
ed States.

SAIGON (AP) — Government 
infantrymen and U.S. marines 
operating in South Vietnam's 
northern provinces clashed with 
enemy troops twice Sunday fol- 
lowing a flurry of enemy at- 
tacks in the area Saturday 
night. South Vietnamese troops 
fought a third battle in the Me- 
kong Delta. 


The U.S. Com-nand reported 


that marines and enemy troops 
exchanged rifle and machine- 
gun fire 24 miles south of Da 
Nang. One Marine was killed 
and five wounded in the brief 
fight, and enemy losses were 
unknown. 


South 
Vietnamese commu- 


niques claimed 17 North Viet- 
namese soldiers were killed by 
the government's highly rated 
1st Infantry Division in a battle 
about five miles below the de- 
militarized zone. 


Eighteen Viet Cong were re- 
ported killed by government 
troops in scattered fighting 
along the banks of the Mekong 
River 80 miles southwest erf Sai- 
gon. 
Field reports said two govern, 
ment soldiers were killed and 41 
wounded in the two battles.

Death Inquest Begins

EDGARTOWN, Mass. (AP)— 
The long-delayed inquest into 
the death of Miss Mary Jo Ko- 
pechne last summer on chappa- 
quiddick island began In secre­ 
cy today with Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, in whose car Miss 
Kopechne died, present to test­ 
ily. 


Kennedy, 
appearing relaxed 
and smiling, arrived with his 
blonde wife 
Joan. Together 
they walked from a nearby house 
through the front door of the old 
brick courthouse where the pro­ 
ceeding is being held. Most of 
the other witnesses already had 
arrived. 
"Y es, I am ," 
Kennedy said 


when a newsman asked if he was 
glad the inquest finally had be­ 
gun. The senator had flown in by 
private 
plane 
a half-hour 
earlier from his home ImHyan- 
nis Port on Cape Cod. 


Escorting the couple was Wil­ 
liam Barry, a New York bank­ 
ing security expert who served 
as a body guard to the late Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy, during the 1968 
presidential campaign. 


The first key figure to arrive 
was Edgartown Dtst. Judge Ja ­ 
mes A. Boyle, who showed up 
at the courthouse more than two 
hours before 
the 
scheduled 
opening of the Inquiry. 
In the next couple of hours, 
attorneys for the parties in the 


case 
showed 
up In separate 
groups. 
Dist. Atty. Edmund S. Dials erf 
New Bedford, who requested the 
inquiry, arrived with a retinue 
of three aides; and the five oth­ 
er men and five young women 
who attended a cookout preced­ 
ing the accident arrived separ­ 
ately.

Greece to see the ancient ruins, 
end by being fascinated with the 
living people. 
Nevertheless, an account of 
Greece and the Greeks would be 
incomplete without more than 
passing 
reference 
to 
the 


countless monuments of the 
past. 
Greeks built temples and forts 
on sites once occupied by pre- 
historic tribes. Romans, By- 
zantines, Norman, Venetians, 
and Turks all made additions. 
Let's start, as most people do, 


with the Acropolis near the 
heart of modern Athens. On it 
rises the Parthenon, the temple 
to Athene, which has been called 
the most beautiful building in the 
world. 
The Parthenon and other ruins 
on the ancient stronghold appear 
as they do today, only because 
archeologlsts have cleared the 
accretions of later generations. 
In modern as well as the early

Only a quarter of 
a century ago, British para- 
troopers mounted guns there. 


B> the light of the full moon 


preferably, or otherwise in day- 
light, tourists by the thousands 
make the treacherous climb to 
the Acropolis. 
To me, the 


smooth and jumbled marbles 
seemed as big a-hazard as a 
Vermont ski slope. 
Since its 
construction 500 


years before Christ, the Ac- 
ropolis has been smitten by 
earthquakes.by the explosion of 
a Turkish powder magazine and 
by Venetian shells. 
Now it 


faces a more insidious and per- 
haps a graver peril. 
The forces of natural erosion 
have been abetted by smog from 
planes and autos. This is affec- 
ting not only the Parthenon but, 
according to what I learned 
from Prof. Spiros Marinates, a 
famous archeologist and in- 
spector general of the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities, every mon- 
ument in the world. Experts are 
pondering what to do about It. 
The Athenian Acropolis Is of 
course 
only one of many. 


Ancient Greek cities generally 
had such strongholds. Like mod- 
ern bomb shelters they were 
insurance for survival — ques- 
tionable insurance at that. For 
instance, during the Doric in- 
vasion about 1,100 B.C., every 
Greek city, excep. Athens, fell. 
The ancients must have spent 
as much, proportionately, as do 
modern nations on defense, with 
as few positive results. 


Modern Greeks cannot help 
feel close to their ancient heri- 
tage. Your guide, pointing out 
the imposing ruins of Mycenae 
from which Agamemnon and his 
long-haired Greeks launched 
their attack on Troy in 1,190, 
may very well neglect to men- 
tion that the year was B.C., not 
A.D. 
The ruins of temples, cities, 
and ancient and medieval forti- 
fications that dot the landscape 
are studied, excavated, guarded 
and developed as tourist sites. 
No wonder there is a fullfleged* 
government department to look 
after them. 


Since ordinary building oper- 
ations also go on apace, con- 
tractors keep turning up relics. 
It's whispered, however, that 
they sometimes 
cover their 


finds right up again rather than 
accept the delays that expert 
and official Investigation might 
bring.

Nature's Basic Law 
Survival Of Fittest 


I wonder how many teen-agers 
stop to think about one of Na- 
ture's basic laws, the "survival 
of the fittest." And I wonder 
how may relate this law to their 
personal lives and realize it is 
very, much in effect today. Since 
the dawn of life on this earth 
the only species which survived 
were those that could adapt to 
their 
surroundings and be 


strong enough —or smart enough 
—to overcome dangers and ad- 
versities. 
Today, right now, one of the 
biggest problems of all teen- 
agers is learning how to survive 
in this world-Hot in the sense of 
escaping wars and bombs but the 
more personal problems of 
learning how to survive —In an 
occupation, in health, avoiding 
serious 
dangers. Being fit 


enough and intelligent enough to 
cope with all of these things is 
essential to living a full, normal 
life. 
Your personal survival will 
require a certain amount of 
health. Although you cannot 
guarantee good health with pro- 
per habits, you can do much to 
improve your chances if you ex- 
ercise properly, eat the right 
foods and avoid the physical 
and mental habits which destroy 
health. 
While this is in no sense 
meant to be preachy it is ob- 
viously unhealthy to smoke, to 
drink to excess, to eat too much 
or do any of the other things 
which subject a person's body 
to undue stress. Such abuses 
may seem harmless while in 
your teens but they take their 
toll gradually, draining away the 
vitality which can make all the 
difference at some future time 
when you may be faced with 
serious disease or injury. 
Perhaps 
you 
nave 
never 


thought of your future job as a 
key to your survival. If you are 
a boy, your job, of course, will 
determine what kind of life you 
can provide for yourself and 
your future family. If you are a 
girl, the job you do as a wife 
and mother will have a lot todo 
with the survival of you and your 
family. And if a girl wants a 
career as well as a family, she 
has a double challenge to quality 
for both jobs. 
Whatever you are shooting for 
as a future vocation, the job you 
do today in school will have a 
lot to do with your vocational 
survival. First of all, you are 
building up the habit of success 
or failure. You are learning to 
avoid your stilly responsibili- 
ties or to handle them well. You 
axe, right now, establishing the 
pattern of excellence or ex- 
cuses, which is apt to govern 
the rest of your life. 
It is kind of an awesome, cruel 
thought to realize that the things 
you do today can have such a 
disastrous effect If you goof 
things up. If, for instance, you 
dislike arithmetic in the earlier 
grades you would probably re- 
ject the idea of studying it and 
do no more than necessary to 
avoid flunking.

ages, the Parthenon was used 
as a fort. Only a quarter of 
a century ago, 
British para­ 
troopers mounted guns there. 
By the light of the full moon 
prefer ably; or 'Otherwise in day­ 
light, tourists by the thousands 
make the treacherous climb to 
the Acropolis. 
To me, the 
smooth and jumbled marbles 
seemed as big a hazard as a 
Vermont ski slope. 
Since 
its construction 
500 
years before Christ, the Ac­ 
ropolis 
has been smitten by 
earthquakes,by the explosion of 
a Turkish powder magazine and 
by Venetian shells. 
Now it 
faces a more Insidious and per­ 
haps a graver peril. 
The forces of natural erosion 
have been abetted by smog from, 
planes and autos. This is affec­ 
ting not only the Parthenon but, 
according to what I learned 
from Prof.. Spiros Marínalos, a 
famous 
archeologist and in- 
spector general of the Depart­ 
ment of Antiquities, every mon­ 
ument in the world. Experts are 
pondering what to do about It, 
The Athenian Acropolis is of 
course 
only 
one of many. 
Ancient Greek cities generally 
had such strongholds. Like mod­ 
ern bomb shelters they were 
Insurance for survival — ques­ 
tionable insurance at that. For 
in.stan.ee, during the Doric in­ 
vasion about 1,100 B.C., every 
Greek cltv, excep. Athens, fell. 
The ancients must have spent 
as much, proportionately, as do 
modern nations on defense, with 
as few positive results. 
Modern Greeks cannot help 
feel close to their ancient heri­ 
tage. Your guide, pointing out 
the imposing ruins of Mycenae 
from which Agamemnon and his 
long-haired Greeks launched 
their attack mi Troy in 1,190, 
may very well neglect to men­ 
tion that the year was b.C„ not 
AJD, 
The ruins of temples, cities,, 
and ancient and medieval forti­ 
fications that dot the landscape 
are studied, excavated, guarded 
and developed, as tourist sites. 
No wonder there is a fullfleged’ 
government department to look 
after them. 
Since ordinary building oper­ 
ations also go on apace, con­ 
tractors keep turning up relics. 
It’s whispered, however, that 
they sometimes cover their 
finds right up again rather than 
accept the delays that expert 
and official investigation might 
bring.

I wander how many teen-agers 
stop to think shout one of Na­ 
ture’s basic laws, the "•survival, 
of the fittest.’* And I wonder 
how may relate this law to their 
personal lives and realize it ia 
very much to effect, today.Since 
the dawn of life on this earth 
the only species which survived 
were those that could adapt to 
their 
surrounding* 
and. he 
strong enough, -or smart, enough 
—to overcome dangers and ad- 
veratties. 
Today, right now, one of the 
biggest problem* of all teen­ 
agers is learning how to survive 
to this world-not to the sense of 
escaping, war* and bombs but the 
more personal problem' of 
learning how to survive —to an 
occupation, to health, avoiding 
serious 
dangers. 
Being 
fit 
enough and intelligent enough to 
cope with all of these things is 
essential to living a full, normal 
Ufe. 
Your personal survival will 
require 
a certain amount of 
health. 
Although you cannot 
guarantee good health with pro­ 
per habits, you can do much to 
improve your chances if you ex­ 
ercise properly, eat the right 
foods and avoid the physical 
and mental, habits which destroy 
health. 
While this is to no sense 
meant to be preachy it is ob­ 
viously unhealthy to smoke, to 
drink to excess, to eat too much 
or do any of the other things 
which subject a person’s body 
to undue stress. Such abuses 
may seem harmless while to 
your teens but they take their 
toll gradually, draining away the 
vitality which can make all the 
difference at some future time 
when you may be laced with 
serious disease or injury. 
Perhaps 
you 
nave 
never 
thought of your future job as a 
key to your survival. If you are 
a boy, your job, of course, will 
determine what kind, of Hie you. 
can. provide for yourself and 
your future family. If you are a 
girl, the job you do as a wife 
and mother will have a lot todo 
with the survival of you and your 
family. And If a girl wants a 
career as well as a family, she 
has a double challenge to quality 
for both jobs. 
Whatever you are shooting for 
as a future vocation, the job you 
do today In school will have a 
lot to do with your vocational, 
survival. First of all, you are 
building up the habit of success 
or failure. You are learning to 
avoid your study responsibili­ 
ties or to handle them well. You 
are, right now, establishing the 
pattern of excellence or ex­ 
cuses, which Is. apt to govern, 
the rest of your life. 
It is kind of an awesome, cruel 
thought to realize that the things 
you do today can 'have such a 
disastrous effect if you goof 
things up. If, for instance, you 
dislike arithmetic in the earlier 
grades you would, probably r e ­ 
ject the idea of studying it and 
do no more than necessary to 
avoid flunking. Later, when you 
come to algebra you will lack 
the background 'and will be un­ 
able to learn that subject. With­ 
out algebra you could not take 
geometry and that closes the 
doors to all future studies in 
math. 
With that simple maneuver of 
rejecting arithmetic you will 
have slammed the doors to a 
vast 
number 
of occupations 
which could have provided a fine 


life for you and yours. There 
will be other fields of work 
open to' you but they may he 
second or third choices — not 
what you really WANT to do. 
For hoys and girls who want 
careers, it t* welito'remember 
that the' competition for the 
better Jobe la fierce and getting 
worse all the time. There are 
lots of smart people around and 
you won’t 'he able to compete 
with them tf you goof off while 
to junior and high school. 
Just shout all teen-agers have 
• driving desire to be « g ram 
up" or, in other word*, to prove 
they are mature so they will he 
given, more personal freedom. 
Maturity doe'* not automatically 
come with birthdays. It comes 
when you can take responsibil­ 
ity for' your actions —can un­ 
derstand: and m ake prepara! tons 
for the demand* of the coming 
years. 
With a clear picture to mind 
of what it take* to survive in, 
the world —physically, voca­ 
tionally and morally, you should 
be eager 
your teen 
years and learn 
everything available, to assure 
the best possible life for you 
and yours.

Seme days ago, I was driving down the highway with a sort 


of (as usual), blank-mind. The radio was giving out with the news — 
and as the commentator's words began to sink In, my ulcers 
started doing the f rug. Some of you may have heard this broadcast, 
but if you didn't you should have.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Embarrassing Report 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — The House 


Ways and Means Committee has 
received a report so embar- 
rassing to Congressmen that 
Chairman Wilbur Mills is keep- 
ing it under lock and key. 
At the request of Rep. James 
Burke, 
D-Mass., the Ford 


Foundation submitted a list of 
payments it has made to poli- 
ticians. Insiders who saw the 
report before Mills locked it up 
say it names 40 to 50 Con- 
gressmen, not to mention doz- 
ens of governors, mayors and 
other political figures. 
Most of the Congressmen, ap- 
parently, received travel-study 
grants, permitting them to gal- 
livant around the world educat- 
ing themselves at the expense 
of the Ford Foundation. 


Other 
politicians collected 


consultant fees, honorariums, 
even salaries. For example, the 
Foundation paid an aide of 
Cleveland's Mayor Carl Stokes 
fees of $50,000 and $65,000 
only 120 days apart, assert the 
insiders, presumably to over- 
see Ford-financed projects in 
the ghettos. 
Study grants have been award- 
ed to politicians of all stripes, 
ranging from ex-White House 
aide Joe Califano to California's 
Speaker Jesse Unruh. Califano 
was paid $12,000 for a seven- 
week study after he left the 
White House last January. 


Following the murder of Sen. 
Robert 
Kennedy, D-N.Y., a 


compassionate Ford Foundation 
awarded 
generous grants to 


eight of bis staff members. It 
may be merely a coincidence 
that the Foundation's presi- 
dent, McGeorge Bundy, him- 
self had been a member of the 
Kennedy inner circle. 


BOTH PARTIES BENEFIT 
Bundy is quick to point out 


that Foundation grants have 
been made to politicians "of 
both parties of very widely dif- 
ferent views." Nevertheless, 
this raises some stern ques- 
tions: 


1. Should a tax-exempt foun- 


dation be permitted to hand out 
money to Congressmen who vote 
for tax exemptions? 


2. What is to prevent a foun- 


dation, less scrupulous than 
Ford, from distributing grants 
to bribe politicians ? 


3. How many other founda- 


tions besides Ford are making 
payments to politicians ? 


Perhaps it is to avoid these 
questions that Mills has gone 
to such unusual lengths to sup- 
press the Ford report. He re- 
fused, for example, to show it 
to House Banking Chairman 
Wright Patman, who led the 
fight to curtail the tax privi- 
leges of foundations. 


Mills has explained privately 


that he merely wants to protect 
his colleagues 
in Congress 


whose names are mentioned in 
the report. 
This column, however, has 
been able to learn a few names. 
Each year, for example, the 
Ford Foundation sends a con- 
gressional group to Japan os- 
tensibly to improve Japanese- 
American relations. 
Those who have taken the trip 


three years in succession are 
Reps. 
Jeflery cohelan, 
D- 


Callf., James O'Hara,D-Mich., 
Wendell Wyatt,R.-Ore., and ex- 
Rep. Donald Rumsfeld, R-IU., 
now President Nixon's antlpov- 
erty czar. 
Sen. Edmund Muskto, D-Me., 
and Rep. William Mallllard, 
R-Calif., each have made two 
trips. 
Others who have traveled to 
Japan at least once at Ford's 
expense 
are aens. Howard 


Baker, R-Teim., Clifford case,

Clearly, public interest de- 
mands a full investigation of the 
relationship 
between founda- 


tions and politicians. 


GUARD VIETNAM CITIES

Creighton Abrams, the 


American commander in Viet- 
nam, 
has warned that it will 


be necessary to pull South Viet- 
namese forces back to guard the 
approaches to the cities if they 
are going to take over the com - 
bat responsibilities. 
Abrams doubts that they can 
defend the cities and control the 
hinterlands at the same time. 
Therefore, he has recommend- 
ed that the main forces take po- 
sitions 
around the popula- 


tion centers and the mobile 
strike forces he trained to break 
up Viet Cong concentrations in 
the hinterlands.

It is 
in this situation that the Idea 
developed of private seals of 
approval. 


Questioned now is the Good 


Housekeeping Seal, upon which, 
so they say, some 40 million 
consumers, 
mostly women, 


have come to rely for their 
purchases. Nothing is sacred. 


Not even women, apparently, 


when they attack Good House- 
keeping. The Hon. Bess Myer- 
son Grant, watchdog for the 
consumer in New York, went 
up to Washington last September 
with 
righteous flair. Good 


Housekeeping's renowned guar- 
antee wasn't worth the paper it 
was printed on, she said. The 
products approved by the maga- 
zine weren't even properly test- 
ed. Her testimony before the 
National Commission On Pro- 
duct Safety was followed by 
more sensational charges. A 
former assistant editor had quit 
in indignation because, accord- 
ing to him, the Seal is no more 
than a shoddy commercial de- 
vice for inducing manufacturers 
to advertise — one freely be- 
stowed for this purpose, and 
caveat consumer. Cases were 
alleged where Good Housekeep- 
ing's 
benediction had been 


granted to 1) comestibles later 
branded as unsanitarily packed 


by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration and even found to con* 
tain Insect filth, and 2) hard 
goods condemned as unsafe by 
Consumer Reports. "A profit 
making magazine," the testt»

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Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Embarrassing Report 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - The House 
Ways and Means Committee has 
received a report so embar­ 
rassing to Congressmen that 
Chairman Wilbur Mills is keep­ 
ing It under lock and key. 
At the request of Rep. James 
Burke, 
D-Mass., the Ford 
Foundation submitted a list of 
payments It has made to poli­ 
ticians. Insiders who saw the 
report before Mills locked it up 
say It names 40 to 50 Con­ 
gressmen, not to mention doz­ 
ens of governors, mayors and 
other political figures. 
Most of the Congressmen, ap­ 
parently, received travel-study 
grants, permitting them to gal­ 
livant around the world educat­ 
ing themselves at the expense 
of the Ford Foundation. 
Other 
politicians collected 
consultant fees, honorariums, 
even salaries. For example, the 
Foundation paid an aide of 
Cleveland’s Mayor Carl Stokes 
fees of 
$ 5 0 ,0 0 0 and 
$ 6 5 ,0 0 0 
only 120 days apart, assert the 
insiders, presumably to over­ 
see Ford-financed projects in 
the ghettos. 
Study grants have been award­ 
ed to politicians of all stripes, 
ranging from ex-White House 
aide Joe Califanoto California’s 
Speaker Jesse Unruh. Califano 
was paid $12,000 for a seven- 
week study after he left the 
White House last January. 
Following the murder of Sen. 
Robert Kennedy, D-N.Y., a 
compassionate Ford Foundation 
awarded generous grants to 
eight of his staff members. It 
may be merely a coincidence 
that the Foundation’s presi­ 
dent, McGeorge Bundy, him­ 
self had been a member of the 
Kennedy inner circle. 


BOTH PARTIES BENEFIT 
Bundy Is quick to point out 
that Foundation grants have 
been made to politicians "of 
both parties of very widely dif­ 
ferent views.” Nevertheless, 
this raises some stern ques­ 
tions; 
1. Should a tax-exempt foun­ 
dation be permitted to hand out 
money toCongressmen who vote 
for tax exemptions? 
2. What is to prevent a foun­ 
dation, less scrupulous than 
Ford, from distributing grants 
to bribe politicians? 
3. How many other founda­ 
tions besides Ford are making 
payments to politicians ? 
Perhaps it is to avoid these 
questions that Mills has gone 
to such unusual lengths to sup­ 
press the Ford report. He re­ 
fused, for example, to show it 
to House Banking Chairman 
Wright Patman, who led the 
fight to curtail the tax privi­ 
leges of foundations. 
Mills has explained privately 
that he merely wants to protect 
his colleagues in Congress 
whose names are mentioned in 
the report. 
This column, however, has 
been able to learn a few names. 
Each year, for example, the 
Ford Foundation sends a con­ 
gressional group to Japan os­ 
tensibly to improve Japanese- 
American relations. 
Those who have taken the trip 
three years In succession are 
Reps. 
Jeffery Cohelan, 
D- 
Callf., James O’Hara, D-Mich., 
Wendell Wyatt,R.-Ore., and ex- 
Rep. Donald Rumsfeld, R-Ill., 
now President Nixon’s antipov­ 
erty czar. 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, D-Me., 
and Rep. William Mailliard, 
R-Calif., each have made two 
trips. 
Others who have traveled to 
Japan at least once at Ford’s 
expense 
are Sens. Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn., Clifford Case, 
R. N.J., Mike Mansfield, D- 


Mor.t., Leo Metcalf, D-Mont., 
Frank Moss, D-Utah, James 
Pearson, R-Kans., and Hugh 
Scott, 
R-Pa.; 
also 
Reps. 
John Brademas, D-Ind., John 
Culver, D-Iowa, Robert Leg­ 
gett, D-Calif., Spark Matsun- 
aga, 
D-Hawaii, 
and 
Her­ 
man Schneebeli, R-Pa. 
Insiders say they studied, 
among other problems, whether 
Japanese steel and auto imports 
are hurting American industry. 
The 
Ford 
Foundation, of 
course, derives most of Its 
revenue from the F ord Motor 
Company. 
Clearly, public Interest de­ 
mands a full investigation of the 
relationship between founda­ 
tions and politicians. 


GUARD VIETNAM CITIES 
Gen. Creighton Abrams, the 
American commander in Viet­ 
nam, has warned that it will 
be necessary to pull South Viet­ 
namese forces back to guard the 
approaches to the cities if they 
are going to take over the com­ 
bat responsibilities. 
Abrams doubts that they can 
defend the cities and control the 
hinterlands at the same time. 
Therefore, he has recommend­ 
ed that the main forces take po­ 
sitions 
around the popula­ 
tion centers and the mobile 
strike forces he trained to break 
up Viet Cong concentrations in 
the hinterlands. 


HEADLINES AND FOOTNOTES 
Secretary of the Treasury Da­ 
vid Kennedy plans to ask Cong­ 
ress for the power to raise and 
lower taxes according to the ec­ 
onomic need. 
He will argue 
that the ability to alter the lev­ 
el of taxation has become nec­ 
essary to prevent inflation or 
recession . . . Secretary Rob­ 
ert Finch will attempt to over­ 
haul his balkanized Department 
of Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare. He will submit a reor­ 
ganization plan next month cal­ 
ling for separate undersecre­ 
taries for the three major func­ 
tions — health, education and 
welfare — plus a special as­ 
sistant 
secretary for 
civil 
rights . . . The nation's gov­ 
ernors, during their recent 
Washington conference, were 
invited to visit the Cabinet offi­ 
cers and ask any questions they 
wished. Such staunch Souther­ 
ners as Georgia’s Lester Mad­ 
dox and Mississippi’s John Bell 
Williams called upon HEW Sec­ 
retary Robert Finch. Astonish­ 
ingly, however, they didn’t ask 
him a single question about 
school desegregation or antl- 
poverty measures which are 
controversial 
in the South. 
Their big complaint was over 
the return of Okinawa to Japan.

On The Right 
Good Housekeeping Rides Again 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 
We have come a long way 
since the days of caveat emptor, 
perhaps too far. It used to be 
that the customer was held re­ 
sponsible for ascertaining the 
value of the merchandise. Then 
the doctrine edged over that 
the customer was simply not in 
a position to evaluate the qual­ 
ity of the merchandise, there­ 
fore the merchandiser should do 
the guaranteeing. That general 
position, eminently sound, was 
in due course socialized by the 
creeping socializers who de­ 
sire that the government should 
regulate quality and for that 
matter everything else. It is 
in this situation that the idea 
developed of private seals of 
approval. 
Questioned now is the Good 
Housekeeping Seal, upon which, 
so they say, some 40 million 
consumers, 
mostly women, 
have come to rely for their 
purchases. Nothing is sacred. 
Not even women, apparently, 
when they attack Good House­ 
keeping. The Hon. Bess Myer- 
son Grant, watchdog for the 
consumer in New York, went 
up to Washington last September 
with 
righteous flair. Good 
Housekeeping’s renowned guar­ 
antee wasn’t worth the paper it 
was printed on, she said. The 
products approved by the maga­ 
zine weren’t even properly test­ 
ed. Her testimony before the 
National Commission On Pro­ 
duct Safety- was followed by 
more sensational charges. A 
former assistant editor had quit 
in indignation because, accord­ 
ing to him, the Seal Is no more 
than a shoddy commercial de­ 
vice for inducing manufacturers 
to advertise — one freely be­ 
stowed for this purpose, and 
caveat consumer. Cases were 
alleged where Good Housekeep­ 
ing’s 
benediction had been 
granted to 1) comestibles later 
branded as unsanitarily packed 


by the Federal Drug Adminis­ 
tration and even found to con­ 
tain insect filth, and 2) hard 
goods condemned as unsafe by 
Consumer Reports. "A profit 
making magazine,” the testi- 
mony went, "cannot give the 
consumer the information he 
needs” and "cannot, even with 
the best intentions, keep its 
consumer 
information 
fi ee 
from bias.” Called for; a Fed­ 
eral Department of Consumer 
Affairs to p o l i c e manufacturers 
and provide "standards of eval­ 
uation and testing.” 
But now it transpires that 
Mrs. Grant and her fellow re­ 
formers are embarrassed. A 
few weeks ago up the Hill trudge 
ed Good Housekeeping’s attor­ 
ney, Mr. John F. D?Groot, with 
a thick dossier showing that the 
evidence adduced by Mrs. Grant 
et al in favor of Federal inter­ 
position is either Incorrect or 
suspect at the source. The form­ 
er assistant editor who impugn­ 
ed the magazine’s honesty did 
not part with Good Housekeep­ 
ing for policy reasons, as he 
claims, but was fired for in­ 
competence. That, anyhow, is 
his editor’s word for what hap­ 
pened. 
Respecting the specific alle­ 
gations against tne magazine, 
Mr. DeGroot demolishes them. 
One; true enough Del Monte’s 
canned peaches were deemed 
by- the FDA in 1967 to have 
been packed unsanitarily, but 
Good Housekeeping did not then 
and does not now extend its 
seal to Del Monte. Two; true 
the FDA found insect filth in 
one batch of one flavor (choco­ 
late mint) of Carnation Instant

If the document is to be cred- 
ited, enemies lurk everywhere 
waiting for an opportunity to 
bore from within and strike 
from without to disintegrate the

Proxmlre, D-Wis., who con- 
tended Shell Oil Co. forced its

washing" sessions giving the 
company's view of oil depletion 
and oil Imports. 
Proxmlre said he expected 
Shell would try to deduct the 
cost of the sessions — which he 
termed lobbying — as business 
expenses. He said this clearly 
would be in violation of tax 
codes.

toon Brigade, and Maj. Gen. 
Swasdl Makkaroon, commander 
of the Royal Thai volunteer 
forces in South Vietnam. 
"The agreement will allow 
Thai pilots to obtain experience 
and gain proficiency in combat 
operations," the U.S. Command 
said. "At first, the operations 
involving the combined partlcU 
patlon of both countries will be 
limited to the 1st Brigade's 
240th and 195th aviation compa* 
nies." 


A spokesman for Burdett said 


the Thai pilots "never had real 
combat experience with hell cop.

He said the Thai aviators 


would act as copilots and would 
fly only troop-carrying helicop.

ships rather than helicopter 
gunshlps.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Pro- 
ponents of a "new Reconstruc­ 
tion 
Finance Corporation*’ to 
improve the supply of scarce 
and expensive credit plan to test 
congressional sentiment soon 
after lawmaking resumes Jan. 
19. 
Principal sponsor of the plan 
is Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., 
chairm an of the House Banking 
Committee and long-time advo­ 
cate of low interest rates and 
easy credit. 
He proposed in a speech Nov. 
3 creation of a National Devel­ 
opment 
Bank, 
patterned to 
some extent after the Depres- 
sion-era 
Reconstruction 
Fi­ 
nance Corporation. It would pro­ 
vide credit for housing and in­ 
vestments in depressed areas, 
among other possibilities. 
Patman* s proposal 
initially 
aroused little reaction in Cor* 
gress, where the banking com­ 
mittee chairman is regarded by 
many as a persistent advocate 
of far-out financial schemes. 
But a few days after adjoun* 
ment, the Housing Department 
boosted the maximum Interest 
rate 
on 
government-backed 
housing loans to a record 81/4 
per cent, plus the one-half per 
cent Insurance charge. 
Although the department said 
it moved reluctantly because of 
m arket imperatives, 
critics 
said the move threatened to 
price out of the market not only 
seekers of low «cost housing but 
many average income potential 
buyers. 
Patman 
immediately 
ai* 
nounced his committee will give 
priority attention to the Nation­ 
al Development Bank, among 
other proposals to provide hous­ 
ing credit. 
By invoking the memory of 
the RFC he is apparently an­ 
gling for bipartisan support.

Attorney Bill Boyd, who rep­ 
resents Watson, 
and attorney 
M. A. M a r s a l, representing 
Miss Krenwinkel, 22, contend 
there is insufficient evidence 
to w arrant a return of their 
clients to California for trial in 
the m ass murders. 
California " has been innun- 
dated with publicity” in the 
case and his client cannot get a 
fair tria l, Boyd has argued. 
Texas Secretary of State M ar­ 
tin Dies Jr., presided at to­ 
day’s extradition hearing for 
Watson, 34. The state’s case for 
returning Watson was assigned 
to Texas Asst. Atty. Gen. Gil­ 
bert Pena. 
In Mobile, Circuit Judge Jo­ 
seph M. Hocklander J r., was 
named to preside and Dist. 
Atty. Carl M. Booth of Mobile 
County argued for extradition 
of Miss Krenwinkel. 
Dies will submit a recom m en­ 
dation to Texas Gov. Preston 
Smith who will decide on the 
extradition request from Gov. 
Reagan. Watson is in jail at 
McKinney, Tex. 


Burial In Coming 
For Man Believed 
Homicide Victim 


CORNING — Graveside rites 
for the unidentified man whose 
body was found New Y ear’s Day 
in the Sacramento River north of 
Woodson Bridge, were held Sat­ 
urday morning with the Rev, j. 
Leland Whitaker of the First 
Baptist Church officiating. Bur­ 
ial was in Sunset Hill Cemetery 
under the direction of Hall Bro­ 
thers Mortuary. 
The decomposed body had been 
in the water from two weeks to 
two months. Stab wounds in the 
chest w ere believed to have 
caused the man’s death. There 
were also head wounds. 
A further description of the 
body found near the Woodson 
Bridge has been released by 
the Tehama County Sheriff’s 
Department. Homicide is sus­ 
pected in the case. 
The man is Caucasian, close 
to 30, with dark hair. He is six 
feet tall and about 185 pounds. 
He has three gold teeth, one of 
which is missing. He was d re s­ 
sed in brown work shoes, blue 
levis, long sleeve green knit 
shirt, and a size 32-33 belt. 
Five keys were found on the 
body. One was marked C-85, 
another had an F stamped on it.

WASHINGTON (A P )- A major 
oil company’s expenses in fight­ 
ing the 
recently enacted tax 
reform bill have come under 
scrutiny of the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
The IRS action results from a 
complaint 
by Sen. 
William 
Proxm ire, 
D-Wis., who con­ 
tended Shell Oil Co. forced its 
employes 
to attend 
"brain­ 
washing” sessions giving the 
company’s view of oil depletion 
and oil imports. 
Proxm ire said he expected 
Shell would try to deduct the 
cost of the sessions — which he 
term ed lobbying — as business 
expenses. He said this clearly 
would be In violation of 
tax 
codes. 
In a letter made public by 
Proxm ire, the Internal Revenue 
service wrote him: 
"T he facts. . . are not suffi­ 
ciently detailed to form the ba­ 
sis of any firm conclusion on 
the m atter.

U.S. Command announced to­ 
day.

agreement was 
signed Sunday at Bear Cat, 20 
miles east of Saigon, between 
Maj. Gen. Allen M. B urdettJr., 
commander of theU.S. 1st Avia­ 
tion Brigade, and Maj. Gen. 
Swasdi Makkaroon, commander 
of the Royal Thai volunteer 
forces in South Vietnam. 
"The agreement will allow 
Thai pilots to obtain experience 
and gain proficiency in combat 
operations,*’ the U.S. Command 
said. "A t first, the operations 
Involving the combined partici­ 
pation of both countries will be 
limited to the 1st Brigade’s 
240th and 195tb aviation compa­ 
nies.** 
A spokesman for Burdett said 
the Thai pilots "never had real 
combat experience with helicop­ 
ters, 
although they*ve 
been 
trained to fly them, some of 
them In the United States.”

said 
the Thai aviators 
would act as copilots and would 
fly only troop-carrying helicop­ 
ters and command and control 
ships rather than helicopter 
gunships.

Moon died In Us infancy four 
billion years ago after being 
born as part of the earth or 
as earth's fraternal twin at the 
dawn of the solar system. 


Volcanoes shook its surface, 


spewing rocks resembling ter- 
restrial stones but differing 
radically from them in chemical 
makeup. 
Then the volcanoes expired 
early in the moon's geological 
history as It died, apparently 
because it was too small to 
hold an atmosphere. 
This picture of earth's satel- 
lite will be presented this week 
by four scientists from the Um - 
versity of California at Los An- 
geles at the National Aeronaut- 
ics and Space Administration's 
Lunar 
Science Conference in 


Houston, Tex. 


George 
Wether ill, 
John T. 


Wasson, J. William Schopf and 
Isaac Kaplan are among 150 
geologists and chemists giving 
reports beginning today of stu- 
dies made on lunar dust and 
rocks scooped up last July by 
the Apollo II astronauts. 


The four 
talked 
with news- 


men before leaving Los Ange- 
les. 
They painted the moon as a 
long-dead and largely unchan- 
ged world where life mav nev- 
er have evolved. 


"Our tests of the rocks showed 


the moon to be somewhere be- 


tween 3.4 and 4.05 billion years 
old — maybe 
as old at. 4.7 


billion years," said Dr. We- 
therill, observing this dates the 
satellite back to the birth of the 
solar system. 


lie said 
the rocks studied 


were igenous, products of vol- 
canic action, but that their anti- 
quity means the moon was "a- 
live" for only the first 10 per 
cent of its existence. 
Volcanic 
action appaiently 


slowed and stopped as the moon 
began losing its atmosphere, 
Dr. Wetherill said. Its surface 
was embalmed without erosion 
in following 
wona by the va- 


cuum 
and 
absolute zero of 


space. 
Dr. Wasson said though the 
rocks were thoroughU analyz- 
ed, they surrendered no clues 
to the origin of the moon. 


•'The moon could have been 


part of the earth at the time 
our planet was being born, he 
said. "It somehow was ripped 
out and went into its own or- 
bit." 
Or, Wasson said , the earth 
and the moon could have been 
double 
planets iormed from 


the same primordial dust cloud, 
the earth surviving and devel- 
oping into a highly differentiat- 
ed planted because it was big- 
ger and hotter. 


"Maybe 
s t u d i e s of rocks 


brought back b> other Apollo 
missions will tell us which 


theory is right," he said. 


No indications of life were 
found in any of the rocks, though 
they were 
studied under an 


electron microscope magnify- 
ing 30,000 times , Dr. Schopf 
said. 
This is not surprising, he e*- 
plained since the moon probably 
did not live long enough for 01 - 
ganisms to evolve. He also 
noted igneous rocks .ire Iorm- 
ed 
in lethalU high tempera- 


tures. 


"If we are to discover an\ 
traces of past lunar life, which 
I consider highl\ doubtful, we 
will have to find them in rocks 
formed at relativel\ low temp- 
eratures.' he said. 
Wasson and Kaplan said lunar 
stones in appearance resembled 
earth rocks and meteorites. 


But, they added, chemical!) 


the stones are different, with a 
higher ratio of carbon and sul- 
phur isotopes than earth rocks 


or meteorites. 
They 
also 


have a lower concentration of 
four elements — gullium, ger- 
manium, indium and iridium — 
than similar terrestrial stones, 
but have a higher concentration 
of these elements than meter - 
orites. 
The 
four scientists said they 


will continue their investiga- 
tions into the moon's makeup 
with lunar rocks brought back 
by Apollo 12. 


Flat Limit On Home Owners 
Property Taxes Is Proposed 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP)— 
An 


election-year legislature open- 
ed today with Assembly Demo- 
cratic leader Jesse M. Unruh 
proposing a flat limit on home 
owners' property taxes. 
Unruh, a 
candidate for the 


Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor, made the pi oposal in an 
unusual "state of the state" 
message prepared for the first 
day of the 1970 session of the 
legislature. 


In doing It, he beat Republi- 
can Gov. Reagan to the punch. 
Reagan, expected to seek a sec- 
ond term, won't deliver his 
"state of the state" message 
until Tuesday. 


Unruh proposed a flat limit 
on property taxes levied on 
homes occupied by the owners. 


He called for wiping out tax 
exemptions he says help "very 
wealthy individuals who pay lit- 
tle or no taxes at all.'' 


And Unruh demanded elimin- 


ation of what he termed "tax 
loopholes'* for big business — 


depletion allowance given oil 


uuiiiparues and the property tax 
exemption granted on tne home 
office buildings of insurance 
companies. 
Blasting away 
at 
Reagan, 


Unruh said "the people of Cali- 
fornia are being shortchanged 
by a do-nothing administration 
which sits idly by while the 
quality of the lives we lead 
deteriorate at an accelerating 
rate." 
Striking at the key conser- 
vation issue, Unruh called for 
legislation halting all oil drill- 
ing on state controlled lands in 
the Santa Barbara Channel, site 
of a continuing oil leak. 
He also proposed a State Con- 
servation 
Authority with the 


power to reject any state, local 
or private project likely to dam- 
age the environment. 


Unruh's message provided a

Senate President pro tern 
Howard Way, R-Exeter, and 
Assembly Speaker Robert T.
